“A person who transports passen­ 
gers and receives no compensation 
for such transportation is not a 
common carrier. 
“A person who has perm anent 
arrangem ents with one or two per­ 
sons by which he takes them to 
work with him, or takes them to 
the school which he is attending, Is 
probably 
not 
a 
common 
carrier, 
even though he receives pay from 
them . 
“A person w ho carries a large num ­ 
ber of passengers with him, or car­ 
ries different persons each day, and 
receives pay for the service, is prob­ 
ably a common carrier. This can 
be definitely determined only if a 
com plaint is filed against him. and 
after a hearing before the Commis­ 
sion. 
Possible Complaints 
“Such com plaint is not likely to 
be filed unless the passengers are 
transported along the line of some 
bus company or rail carrier which 
would receive the business if the 
persons were not carried in private 
cars. 
“No more definite statem ent can 
be issued in advance of formal pro­ 
ceedings, as the Commission cannot 
prejudge a case which may come 
before it for determ ination on com­ 
plaint.”

HAUPTMANN’S WRITING COMPARED TO RANSOM NOTES 


Shippensburg — Nineteen years 
ago Mrs. Myrtle A. Stevick dis­ 
appeared from her home at 53 East 
King street, Shippensburg, without 
a trace. 
Five years ago the woman was 
declared legally dead and the es­ 
tate turned over to her son. 
One day last week Mrs. Stevick 
walked 
into 
the 
home 
of 
her 
brother, Oscar Martin, hale and 
hearty. She is about 50 years old. 
Had Been in Ohio 8 Years 
Mrs. Stevick did not reveal where 
she had been or why she had let 
all the nineteen years pass with 
no word from her. 
She said she 
had been working in Ohio for the 
last eight years and then just de­ 
cided to come home. 
When she disappeared on May 
15, 1915, no reason was given for 
the act and authorities sought in 
vain for some trace of the woman. 
Year after year passed with no 
word from Mrs. Stevick and with 
no clues to her wanderings. 
On 
July 9, 1929. E. M. Biddie. Jr., then 
judge of Cumberland county courts, 
signed the decree declaring the 
woman legally dead. 
Son Receives Estate 
Mrs. Stevick had a considerable 
estate left to her by both her 
father and mother. 
Letters were 
issued to her son, Edwin C. Stevick 
on May 27, 1930. 
Monday the son’s attorney walked 
into the courthouse and filed a re­ 
lease signed by the son, turning the 
estate back to his mother.

suddenly. 
Lord 
Delaval Beresford was killed In a 
Texas train accident.

Poer Beresford was killed trying to 
stop a runaway horse at Aldershot 
twenty years ago. 
Lord Marcus 
Beresford was found dead In bed in 
1922. 


The legend holds that a widow 
brought a wayward son to the first 
Marquess for correction.
